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36.1 Policy and Purpose: 

The appropriateness of a student's dress for the school environment should 
dictate the student’s appearance choico of clothing and grooming 
p racticGO on each given day. No attempt will be made to dictate fashion 
styles as long as they are in keening with district policies. It should be 
noted, however, that it is the responsibility of the student and parent that 
the student adhere to the Dress Code. 

All students are expected to adhere to common practices of personal hygiene 
and dress that modesty, cloanlincaa — and noatnoos; to drooa within tho 
acceptable otandardo of the community and in ouch q manner ao to 
contribute to the academic atmosphere, not detract from it. The student who 
failo to comply with this drooo code may bo oent home^ and be oubject to 
diocipli n ary actions. 

Any clothing, accooeorioo, oymbolo, jewelry, or other paraphernalia, which 
depicto or suggesto aooociation with a gang shall not be brought to ochool, 
worn at echool, or in any wa y- bo proo e nt at any ochool related event. OvcroiEcd 
er baggy clothing, which may prooent a oafoty hazard may not bo worn. 

Clarification regarding apparel should be obtained prior to wearing it to school: 
this can be obtained from the School Administration. School Administration 
shall have the right to consider any current fashion to determine its 
acceptability for school wear. School Administration will also allow for 
reasonable accommodations in dress and appearance for religious reasons or 
medical need, which will be provided upon request. 

Students in violation of this policy mav be asked to change, sent home, and/or 
otherwise be subjected to disciplinary actions as determined bv the School's 
Administration. School Personnel shall follow building procedure for discipline 
referrals resrarding dress code violations. 

Any other conoiderationo, i.e. roligious, medical, ot ah, will bo dotermined -by 
the individual school principal. The school adminiotration ohall have tho 
^ig ht to Gonoidcr any current fashion to determine ito acoeptability for ochool 
w e ar: 

Clarification regarding apparel ohould bo obtained PRIOR TO \^^ARING IT 
TO SCHOOL; this oan bo obtained from the ochool adminiGtration. Students 
in violation of this - policy will be oubject to diociphnary action as determin ed 
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by the ochooPs adminiotration. 

Toachcro aro charged with the rooponsibility of onforoing student droso eodo 

policy - in thoir oIqoooo qo well qo on cQmpuo. Administrators and other oohool 
poroonncl oharo ■ t h e- oamo roop e noibility. — Tcachcro ohall follow building 
proooduro for discip - lino referral regarding dross code violations. 

Ne -& tteinpt will be made to dictate fashion styles as long qo they arc in 
keeping with diotrict policico. It ohould bo noted, however, that it io the 
responoibility of the student and parent that the otudont adhere to the Drooo 
Code., QO followo: 

36.2 General Prohibitions; 

^ Clothing which mav present a safety hazard must not be worn. This 
includes any clothing, iewelrv. accessories, etc., that mav be used as 
weapons or present a risk of iniurv to the student or school personnel. 
Additionally. Students mav be required to change out of shoes that 
present a safety concern during recess or gym class. 

K Any clothing, accessories, symbols, jewelry, or other paraphernalia, 
which depicts or suggests association with a gang shall not be brought 
to school, worn at school, or in any way be present at any school related 
event. Ovorsizod or baggy clothing, which may present q safety hazard 
may not bo worn. 

c. Any clothing, jewelry or accessories with decorations, patches, 
lettering, advertisements, etc., that may be considered obscene or 
offensive are not to be worn to school. This includes any clothing, 
jewelry, accessories, etc., that may bo uood qo woapono, which have 
drug emblernsri contain obscenitiesyi tobacco or alcoholic beverage 
referencesri which may be considered derogatory towards a race, culture 
or religionyi which may be considered any form of harassment. 

Crop tops, tube tops and halters arc unaccoptablo. Strapless drossoo 
without jackoto aro unaoooptablo. 

h Transparent and/or see through material is considered unacceptable. 
Shirts or blouses must cover the entire torso at all times, even in 
movement.
